“heures 51 to 59 incicate the arrancgenent of the vines, namely 51 lon-wing 
wonomlancs, 52 midewing sonoplanes, 53 seniehich-wing monoplanes, 55 biplanes, 
ant 59 ~lanes with wings of special types. Firures 61 to 69 indicate the number 
of the engines, nanely G1 single-encine aircraft, 62 twin-en ine aircraft ete. 
upto 66 six-ongine aircraft, anc 69 multieencine aircraft, if equipped with more 
than six encines. Firures 71 te 77 indicute that altitude of the aircraft namolLy 
7h very Lov, that is less than 100 meters, 73 low, that is more than 1,000 to 
3,005 meters, and 77 hich, that is more than 3,000 meters. To identify the air= 
erait types the observer vill use a hook containing the piebures of SO aireraft 
pes.
